back across the border and forget the mat- 
ter. But not tho East German Communists. 

Annoyed because we won't^ recognize their 
government but insist on regarding them for 
" ■ what they ore— paper cut-outs moved about 
J by Moscow— the German Reds figure they 
. can use this incident to compel our rccognl- 
■ tlon. 

' Maybe, as Secretary of State Dulles sug- 
gcsts, we may have to deal with them rather 
than Moscow on thb particular Issue. So 
whi\t.? Does anyone outside the Kremlin's 
East Bcrlhi branch. Imagine that this will 

' constitute fonnal arid general recognition of 
the East Gennan regime? 

It will not. And nothing they can say 
through their propaganda mill will make It 
otherwise.

CALIFORNIA POLITICS 

Since he Is still far and away the leading 
RepubllcaA cholce/ior the 1960 presidential 
nomination, Vice' President Nixon's status Is 
constantly undergoing le-examinatlon. 

Insofar as the California primary may have 
been a barometer of trouble next fall for Sen. 
William F. Knowland In his bid for the gov- 
ernorshlp, Nixon's nomination prospects may 
- be said to have Improved. 

Though even if he Wins (Knowland has 
disavowed his own presidential candltlltc^ln 
19B0) the fact is .that ho has been a focal 
point for his party's conservative strength. 
A disappointing primary showing does not 
' suggest that a cdbdldate of his leanings will 
bo strongly placed to taki the 1960 prize away 
from Nixon. 

Because Nixon endorsed Knowland^ some 
' have tried to Interpret the California result 
as a rebuff for the Vice President. But experi- 
ence In liollUcs Indicates that voters seldom 
. If over administer such Indirect blows. 
' Another matter entirely Is what the pri- 
mary may portend for the -1960 'election. 
Should Knowland lose and California pass 
. Into Democratic hands, Nixon's campaign 
task would be considerably Increased. 

He could not easily do without his home 
state's 32 electoral votes. A Democratic state- 
house plus a probable 7 to 5 Democratic edge 
~In" registration could be stiff obstacles.' 

They are not insurmountable If a candi- 
date's popularity Is high enough. President 
Elsenhower swept Pennsylvania by ,600,000 
despite Democratic statohouse and widening 
county control. But such' a situation puts a 
premium on a candidate's Individual power 
as a magnet. 

At this point, however. It shoyl'd not he 
forgotten that Knowland still ,1s In the run- 
ning for the governorship. Despite the grow- 
ing but poorly founded habit of viewing pri- 
maries as "preliminary elections," lie has not 
been beaten for anything yet. It Is Knowland 
vs. Democrat Edmund Brown on Nov. 4. not 
before. 

But If the senate GOP leader should go 
down, the net effect on his California col 
league, Nixon, would .leem tcf be — for IBGO— ■ 
to make his nomination hurdles lower and 
his election hurdles somewhat higher.

Therefore tlie u.ier.i ot pub- 
lic power- are-f ailing- to-oonlribuK-Uielr-Just-shiire 
of the cost ot government and loading Increased 
burdens on to other taxpayers. 

When both lederal and local govemmenls are 
scraping the bottom ot ihe barrel for tax revenue, 
there Is no reason why this unfair tax-exemptlcn oL 
public power plants «hould be longer continued.

As a result, many sections hod lo be 
Joined by bends. 

Since the day when that gigantic 
task was finished, the majority of 
tha great Nile delU area, fanning 
out from where the river splits a 
ter/ miles below Cairo, has t)een 
aemicd ' and criss-crossed wllh 
etmols.

Dr. Strang haa made up this IM 
of "Indications of superior abllliy: 

1. The Blf led child usually la taller, 
hitekler and stronger than other 
children his age. Ho walks as early 
na 0 or 10 months, Uter, he prefers 
Individual iipoTlarin(«T*nnHrtonhe 
□ugher group iporls, like football. 

2.. He has an early Interest In 
„-ord.i. He usually bedns maklnK 
up sentences betore he Li a and ha 
has a great desire In learn to rend 
bclore he Is S. Once he leama, he 
rends avidly and otten, 

3. Ho haa an IQ of IJO or more. 
He graapa Iho meaning of Instruc- 
tion early. He has an excellent 
memory. He Is penlstenl, curious, 
confident, original and quick to 
solve both abstract and' pracUcal 
problema. 

i: He ndjusta well sqalally, otien 
«eeklnc the companionship ot ojder 
children or aduILi. But he spends 
a great deal ot Ume alone with his 
hobbles an a means ot increasing 
hLi general knowledge. 

If ft child exhibit* several ot ;hMe 
characWrlsUca, anys Dr. Slranc. 
chances are he's gifted. What, Uien 
^ould be done about 117 

"Parents." idvUea Dr. Strang, 
'should provide an environment 
rich In mtlertals. equipment and at- 
tecUon— nnd let the child take tho 
Initiative In using tho environment 
In hLi own way. 

"Let tho chUd talk as much as he 
wants and listen lo him. Answer 
his questions pallenUy. Read good 
books to him but when ha grow* 
reatleaa. let him go. 

"IDon't leach him to read. If he 
starts by himself, Uinl's all rlghL 
But don't urge him on. Don't prr.M 
htm to leaiTi. Give him reguUr 
duties and responalblllUes. 

Some, parents ot glted children 
seem to be concerned primarily with 
the chlld'a_ achjevmentf "ITiey are 
lanxibua.'that the cfillSTw a' credit 



to them and Increoie Uielr prestige. 
— 'lOther parents seem' Jesloua o[ 
their girted dilld. Sllll others a.e 
Indifferent to hla education. Tliey 
feel Itiat 'what was good enougn far 
'Uiem Is good enough lor Uiel: chil- 
dren." 

Once the gifted child hu been 
IdenUtled, what then? What should 
tlio Bchoola do for him?" 

Dr. Slrnng. recommends n progrrjn 
that cdnroines these three bnslc 
meUiods now being employed in a 
lew U,S. Bchoola: 

1, Accclerallon. The pupils are 
allowed lo skip grades— bul no more 
than ono nt a time, A number ot 
high schools allow bright iludents 
to complete a four-year courae In 
tliree yearn, 

3. Grouping. The gitled .ue gnlh- 
tfred In social classes. In Cleveliinil. 
for example, bright children spend 
hnlf of each school day In special 



clas,ic3. reading, dlacusslnR subjects 
of current Inlcrral 'and dolns many 
kinds Of creative work, 

3. Enrichment. Bright youngsters 
are given nddlUonal problems In 
regular cla.vjoonia. In KnoKvlIle. 
Tcnn.. and PorUand, Ore, the gKlcd 
ones enrich their programs by extra 
courses In art or jnuslc or by ad- 
vanced work In iclenc(^athemaUca 
or writing. 

"A combination ot these methods 
Lt generally most ettccllve .ird Is 
gaining favor In many sdionls," 
says Dr. Strang. 

„But,,evcn after the gifted child 
is recognized and a program set up 
to stimulate hLi Ulenla, the-e 
Iw'b more conditions lo be met.' 

Also needed, says Dr. Strang, 
creative teachora who are Interealed 
and skilled In Individualized instruc- 
tion and equlpjnenl suited to a wide 
range of ablllUes and lnterea'.s.
